Tho New York Tribuno has made Q care- 


ful inquirey into tho business prospects of 
tho metropolis, »ud find the 
merchants iu 


nearly till branches eatMed with the signs 
of ail healthy Autumn and Winter trade. 
Accounts from tho several departments of 
business below show that business nieii are 
not discouraged or gloomy, but on the con- 
trary, satisfied with the present business 
and prospects. From the agricultural parts 
of the country orders are as large as usual, 
and money is easy. Most city dealers and 
Jobbers nre expecting only a fair degree of 
business this season, but cay that there is 
nothing in tho condition o* affaire to war- 
rant complaints of anxiety. 


In most branches trade through the Sum- 


mer ami thus far this Fall has compared well 
with that of last year, which was unusually 
good. It is not difficult now to find thost 
who talk discouraginfily, but 
where there 


were a hundred a year ago, there are barely 
a half dozen now. and the great majority of 
mercantile men are very confident that good 
business will prove to hftTe followed from 
the financial crash of 1873. 
In the dry 


goods trade ths feeling ig rather hopeful 
than jubilant. 
Buyers are calling for email 


bills of goods; the sellers asking for quick 
returns. And they aro mutually satisfied. 
The beet judges believe tho trade to be in 
an unusually healthy condition, and that 
the nest year or two will place it on a firmer 
basis than it has had for many years. 


It is not quite late enough in the season 


for the wholesale houses to havo large or- 
ders; the retail stores aro to some extent 
undergoing repairs preparatory to the re- 
ception of Winter goods, and the day when 
the mercury falls, the incoming trains are 
expected to bring numerous customers and 
tho retailers in the city to flood tho whole- 
sale houses. 
Messrs. A. T. Stewart & Co., 


report that a ete&dy revival of trade has 
been noticable in their house, that is there 
have been many more buyers but they buy 
in smaller quantities. 
They think there 


will be evidently n good conservative Fall 
trade, steady and of long duration; but there 
will be no speculation or overloading, which 
is a very healthy sign of trade. The reports 
ftom the various persons engaged in ths 
different branches of the grain trade show 
that there is every appearance of a healthy 
prospect for the Fall, althougb perhaps a 
alow kind of trade. 


The export demand ia considered to be 


very good,Fand^ during September the Bnp- 
ply of wheat at this market will to large. 
The sales in clothing, whether custom or 
ready-made, indicato t. moderate though by 
no means discouraging business for the year. 
If any change can be noted it is that the 
stocks are smaller than last year, but of a 
somewhat higher average grade. The finer 
qualities of goods are called into requisition 
more than usual, and while prices have 
fallen a little profits arc- still such as to keep 
clothiers cheerful and hopeful for the future. 
Trade ia brisk with the New England sales- 
men and rather slow iu the "West and South. 
Collections are easy. 
The Fall trade in 


jewelry, bronzes, fancy glass and China 
ware and fancy goods generally appears to 
havo opened with a very encouraging pros- 
pect, aud dealers seem to bo hopeful of a 
prosperous season. 
In nearly all the 
mis- 


cellaneous branches of trade business iaun- 
nsiially brisk.

our boyish 
days when 


wo turned grindstone for tlio sharpen- 
ing of the former's scythes, that any- 
body offered a helping hand; but iu editing 
n newspaper the cues is quite different. Had 
Fnthor Abraham in the days of the rebellion 
called for "three hundred thousand strong" 
to engage in this work,the raufcs would have 
been filled ia the twinkling of jui ejo. 


It is remarkable what a number of "born 


editors" there are ia every community. 
Scarcely a man takes up a newspaper who 
does not pas* judgment upon it ns n fail- 
ure, which ho could easily have remedied 
had he been in the sductuui. And many do 
not stop there. They rush Into tho nearest 
newspaper office, day by day, to give r.tl- 
vico, aud so far ES possible tuko control of 
affaira. Perhaps a fight linn occurred in tho 
street and instantly one of those amnteur 
newspaper men hasten to tho working editor, 
aud says don't say anything about it iu 
the paper. A steamboat gbtn aground in 
tho harbor or a railroad train ruun off tho 
track,and instantly ouo of these men hastes 
away to tell tho editor just what to say 
about it,'lest ho should bo injudicious and 
do somebody harm 
A row occurs in KOIUQ 


public square and a light OUSUCH in tho pres- 
ence of a hundred Buectaton;, and the facts 
are telegraphed all oror the country, but the 
editor that is within reach is instructed to 
keep quiet lost somebody's feelings shall bo 
hurt. 
And so the work goes on from day to 


day, each of theeo men seeming to feel that 
tho newspaper is run for hisospcciul benefit 
and to suit his particular case. Lot his ad- 
vice bo disregarded and it is taken as a pcr- 
"sonal affront never to bo forgotten or for- 
given. 


And what is a little singular in tho fact 


that vory much of this volunteer editorship, 
or rather this censorship of the press comes 
from persons who contribute little or noth- 
ing to tho support of the paper. 
Tho3p are 


outside the list of regular Subscribers as is 
most natural, for why should a man who 
does so uiucli hard work, who takes so largo 
a sharo of the moral rospona ibility Ect I 
called upon to contribute in the way of pay- 
ing subscriptions? In our own experience 
We can truly say that the borrowers who 
dnpend upon tho back shops and spongers 
ftre by far more exacting than tho sub- 
scribers and payer* who supply (hemfiolvcs 
and their families. 


We would suggest, for change, that these 


benevolent persons who confine their super- 
vision to newspap ers extend it to other per- 
sons and professions. Lot them, on some 
tine morning step in to T. Mumford Sea- 
hury'a shoo store, and say, don't sell any 
high heeled boots today, for fear purchasers 
Wilt full down and break their necks. Then 
let one of them pass on to Brown, Goddard 
and Barlow's and advise a little about 
ranges and coolc stoves. A word to Mr. 
Lawton about dry gooda may not be out of 
place, and while engaged in such » mission, 
ft little advice to the First National Bank as 
to mercantile paper would bo equally ap- 
propriate. Perhaps it would-be as well for 
such a person to step into tho Aquidueok 
House and tell the cook how much pepper 
to put into tho soap, or go up to Carl's res- 
taurant and give a little counsel as to tho 
beit stsw.

Gardner Brewer died fit bia residence in 


Newport this morning ai 
ten minutes 


before nine o'c'ojk.Th'j deceased was born iu 
Salem,Mass. May 1, 1SOG. Ho was tho son of 
Thomas Rud Abigail Browor, ami tho eldest 
of seven children, five of whom survive him. 
Ilis parents removed to Boston while he was 
an infant, and where they afterwards re- 
sided. His grandfather ou tho paternal side 
was Colonel James Brewer, the confidential 
messenger of Washington during tho earlier 
part of tho Revolutionary war, as well as 
ono of tho "Sons of Liberty" and an active 
partici^ant-in tho destruction of tho tea in 
1773—a portion of that toa party having as- 
sembled in Colonel Brewer's houso in Sum- 
mer street to assume their disguiso. 


Early in life Mr. Brewer relinquished tho 


design of preparing for Jlfirvard college,nud 
entered actively into commercial pursuits. 
His first entrance into commercial life was 
in tho commission store of Chnrlcs Thatcher 
in India street. At tho early age of seven* 
teon Air. Brewer actively engaged in mer- 
cantile ventures to foreign countries. 
In 


these he wns eminently tmccofifjful,and nt the 
age of twenty ono had already accumulated 
a small capital, with which he embarked up- 
on his successful career.

SEED COKN. 


Oiio groat ovil in seeding thuo i« that, 


when all is rciuly for planting, find the farm- 
er goes to bin crib to pick out his Bscds bo 
suddenly becomes EjUKpidcnm that it will not 
grow. 
Novoi-tholoKs, tho field eiumot.weit; 


tho best is soloctod nnd planted, and ho 
trusts to luck. 
"\Vbou corn ripens upon tho 


stalk perfectly before tho fidvcnt of frosty 
nights, nnd thorGfiftqr placed in imrrow cribs 
soouro from wot, it will certainly grow, if 
properly planted iii the proper sonsou; hut 
this perfect ripening doos not usually occur. 
Tho season of. 1871 and 1872 
Iiavo boou re- 


markable for this perfect ripouiug of corn 
throughout tho West. Consequently there 
have been no complaints about corn rotting 
In tho ground when properly planted. Tho 
present season, a vast amount of corn raised 
iirtha \Yost is imperfectly ripened. That 
is, there is more or loss eof t trad shriveled 
coru iii tho flold. Wo may expect complaints 
next season, if seeds bo taken for planting 
from such cribs promiscuously. 
It would 


be far better that two-year old Reed were 
planted uoxt year, rather than trust to such 
seed. Indeed wo know many good farmers 
who keep one-year old seed nlways oil hand 
for just such emergencies. It ia perfectly 
safe to plant it three years old, if properly 
sored but it does not 
germinate aa readily 


as now seed. 


It is better, however, that seed bo saved 


every year. 
A good time to do this is 


whilp husking. 
Whenever you como across 


an exceptionally good ear, iustoad of husk- 
ing, break it with the husk remaining. 
In 


unloading, tho uushucJced oars may 
bo 


thrown aside, and at any time tied together 
and hung across polos in some dry, airy 
situation; or bettor, braid them into strings 
and hang thorn in the smoke-house and dry 
them "over a moderate smoke. Served In 
this way, they not only germinate surely 
but quickly, and thereby much vexation is 
gared. 


Flint, or, as it is called, Yankee corn, 


begins to dry lirst in the grain. 
With 


Western dent varieties the reverse is tho 
oaso. These commence drying at the cob; 
hence, tho grain of the first is plump and 
round, and that of tho latter is long and in- 
dented. Heuco, also, flint corn may be cut 
and shocked much greener, comparatively, 
than the Western varieties. For this reason 
the seed of the flint varieties is surer to 
grow when husked from the shock than the 
dent varieties, for tho, reason that, the husk 
being thinner and tho grain more shallow 
it is not so easily injured in tho germ ns 
the dent. 


lu saving seed-coni, select the upper ear 


if there be two good ones on tho stalk. 
If 


both be not good reject them. 
One largo 


ear is better than two small ones; at all 
events, save only from 
stalks having the 


most perfect ears. 
A field of com planted 


three feet eight inches each way, 
three 


stalka to tho hill, each bearing one large ear, 
would produce a crop that would surprise 
even some of our premium coru-growetK. 
It is true that it costs some time aud labor 
to carefully select and save seed corn; but if 
saved in a. conscienoious manner, and you 
have a surplus, you need have no scruples in 
asking your more indolent neighbor a dollar 
and a half a bushel for tho seed. 
It may 


coat you one dollar a bushel to save it 
properly; and if uo ono chooses to buy it, 
your Kood will ho ail right another year. 


One more thing is worthy of mention In : 


relation to seed corn. 
When once, by care 


and attention, you have secured a variety 
that ripens uniformly and well, do not bo iu : 
haste to change your seed. Experiment as 
much as you please,, but hold fast to that 
which is good until you got a bettor.
